TliB Act empowering the Califoruia State 
Telegraph Cumpany to lay down a line of 
telegrupli wires into this colony, which has 
now become law, is likoly to work changes 
ia,oar> ouy'lntSJany 'iw«pedti..^oVtbe first 
place, it must of necesstiy work* revolution 
ill mercnnlile afTairs. There is not one of our 
AVharf street merchants and not one of our 
Fort street retail slorekeepora but will feel the 
dilferenco which telegraphic communication 
wilt make in ibcir busiaeas, 1'bere are some 
yiho atill hold to'tbe exploded, slow-coach 
sjstom, aad imagine tbut DOthIng Cbd be done 
better because it 13 done more quickly than ol 
yore, but in n city so dependent upon trade 
albbe .asls Victoria, the beoofit of having 
immediate ' iDtelligebcejlpf . ,tbe, Letate of .tbe 
markets Id San Franoisco and the Eastern 
.States, and of our merchants being enabled 
to'execute orders promptly from California 
markets, will rapidly make itself lolt amongst 
us. To news mongers iho aasistanco of the 
yrire will doubtless be very great, although 
it will lob oar news of that interest which it 
hap "on tbe arrival of the mails by partially 
anticipating the items ; but nerortbeless we 
would fain hope that it will iu some measure 
enliven us and render the contents of iho 
columns of the daily jouniala more accepta- 
ble to our readers than at present. It is 
probably owing to a dearth of real- news 
that some are occasionally betroyed into the 
grave error of abusing one another, and 
running down the prospects of the colony and 
city, which it is, unquestionably, our great 
interest to uphold. That any public jour- 
nalists should deem it their duty to endeavor 
to make tbe position of tbe town, to whose 
inhabitants they owe their sabs.Wtenoe, appear 
in the eyes of strangers nniatisfaotory and 
declining, when the roalfacteare the very 
reverse of such an assumption, is'beyond the 
comprebenbioD of ordinary tnpttala, and that 
any portion of the press should bo found to 
advocate a theory which would seem to assert 
snob a proposition is to the feelings of tbe 
people, to say lha least of it, repulsive. The 
idea that presents itself to common place 
beings is that one and all of the inhabitants cl 
any colony, ciiy or place should work together 
for the well-being of that place; but if we 
look at home and take impressions from vrlml 
we see around us we should be iDclioed to 
suppose that there were a variety ot con- 
flicUng intereste amongst us that could in no 
way bo reconciled, la the country safe ? or 
is the colony on the verge of bonkruptcy? 
asks a sojonrner in our city ot an old in- 
habitant. How can you ask ? says the rosideul 
look at our streets ; look at the building* 
running up in every direction ; look at our 
shops, and you have a material guarantee for 
our stability for a lew years at uU evonls. 
" Bui," says tbe visitor, " everyona 1 meet in 
the streets tells me that times are. bad, that 
tbe place is dull, that there is not half the busi- 
ness doing that there was this time lait yeai; : 
in fact, that the place has caved in." Can' ony« 
thing be ao utterly absurd 1 That buildings are 
not being so rapidly rushed up in every direo 
tioo, and that real estate is not so high as jt 
was last year may be true, bnt is the prosper^ 
ity of our city any the less safe and stoble 
for thai ■? Some there are amongst us who 
fix their lailh upon high prices, and who with 
the first fall in the value of real estate, are 
ready to predict the fall of the colony ; this, 
however, is a great mistake ; there is 00 dis- 
guising the fact, that real estate has been too 
high within the city of Victoria, aud it has 
now arrived at a much more rational price. 
It will, doubtless, fluctuate during the present 
year, but wo cannot ;Antidipatei:the prices 
which were the result of the excitement of 
fdrmer years again, nor do we wish to do so ; 
for tbe success tf this colony we must have 
imaiigrents who can earn their living in the 
oily, and become owners of property without 
.:paying an ozorbitaut price for it. If we wish 
to «ee trade prosperaua, we must be oootant' 
t« see real estate in the market at prices 
which will enable small householders to get 
a living. Under present circumstances we 
have nothing to dread from any reaction or 
any falling ol!', aUhuugli retail bminoss, from 
the iact of there being o very large amount 
of competition considering tho poptilation of 
tho city, may not be so lucrative 10 those en- 
gaged in it as it was in oarly days. There is 
every prospect of its improving with every suc- 
cessive year. Those who opine that the pro- 
Bpeols of the city are not so good as they were, 
roust look al the material progress that we 
have made in civilization during tbe past 
twelve months. Imprimis, a telegraph in 
prospective, and water in reality, brought to 
our very doors, for whether or not our re- 
preseiilatives and the Lagislalivo Council in- 
tend tu allow tho pnbiic to have cheap water, 
that we shall have it supplied to us by means 
of Messrs. Ooe & Martin's pipes in many o( 
our streets, is an undoubted fact. Next we 
may glance ot our roads; which bnt lor~ tbe 
check given to tbe movements of tho civic 
aulhoriiies by certain would-be patriots and 
others, who object to pay their taxes, would 
have been in a good condition long ere this. 
In private enterprise boW much more forward 
we are, our buildings bear witness. But, 
withal, ODD great thing strikes us forcibly, ns 
lacking amongst us, and that is a spirit of 
greater unanimity respeolingmatters afforting 
llio public weal. In a small community like 
ours there ought not to be great divisions ; 
differenoea of opinion must needs e.Nist, but 
surely it is possible that they may bo held 
without ony exhibition of noerhily of feeling, 
to our brethren of tho press particularly, we 
would •uggest a moderation in their differ- 
onces. Surely it is possible for writers to 
hold opposite opinions witbolit thrusting upon 
the pnbiio tbcir private opinions of the want 
of ability of contemporary writers. Wl.ai- 
cvor may bo onr estimate of tho "vile trash, 
which defiles llic'.culumns of tho EatanswiUe 
Independent," or the "fiilhy rubbish which 
is bespaltorod on roankindj by the 
QattUt," the examples of the ' two 
rivdl editors which have been so gra- 
phically set before us by Dickeis himself, 
at the time he drew the sketch of an active 
writer in a daily paper, might surely bo taken 
as a warning a'^MWl indulging in quarrels 
and peraonalilieH which are riioal uninterest- 
ing to the general public, who, when they 
booumo loo weary of such a alylo of writing 
to ouduri! it longer may pcrhuna bo inolinod 
10 iicl towards ilio delinquents as tho re 
doublobla Weller threatened to do to the 
'bslligereot editors, and lea.vo ihem to fight 
their battles out in cbacurity. If publio 
writers would olways bi ar in rniud the motto 
which wo have placed at thu head of this 
arliolo.lhey might perhapn bo less inclined to 
expose their, weak points to attack, than 
tbuso who indulge Id ranoorous dialHhei 
•tern to be.

The subsidy voted is not large, but it is 
doubtless sullicient to induce steamboat pro- 
prioiora to enter upon the contract, as they 
could combine a carrying trade with the mail 
service, and thus open up a profitable source of 
employment. Tho northern settlers have 
now-succeeded in gelling in tho thin edge of 
the wedge, and by and by whan llio rovenuo 
of the colony incranse.-i, and it ia shown lluu 
these districts nro sliippiiig llicir produce lo 
this market in return for supplies, lliuy can 
with good grace ask for a larger Tote 
and greater and more frccpient facilities of 
coihmuhicatiou. We look upon this little 
inoident as the commencement of an era of 
:pr03perity to the agricultural and mining 
districts on the East Coast, which cannot lail 
to provQ of erjual advantage lo tho capital of 
(be Island.

MlNIlTGHiAWS FOR VANCOUVER

An ioqucst was held last evening, nt the 
Boomorang, upon the body of Tarlkas, an 
Indian girl, about ion years of ago, who was 
discovered dead in a shanty near the Iron 
church on Wednesday, evening. 

A jury hoving been bmpaoelled with Thos.. 
Woods, foreman, they prooeaded lo view the 
body, and upon their return, Iho following 
ovidenoe was taken. 

Df.t)»vie, sworn— I have made a medical 
inspeotion of the body of the deceased. I 
found fie body very emaciated, there was an 
entire absence of food in the stomach and 
bowels. She. could not have taken any nourish- 
ment for three or.four days, from tha want of 
which she appears to have diad. There were 
no marks whatever of external violence. 

To the Jury— Could not aaoartaio lhat there 
existed any diseasa. Aa far as I oould judgo 
without opening the body, I should have 
said thai there had existed a pulmonary dis- 
ease only ihe chest was too well developed. 
I should say deceased died from starvation. 
Thara was nothing wbatovor to indicate foul 
pluy. 

Margaret Xaw. sworn— I used to keep tho 
little girl; sba was always sickly and coughed 
a good deal, but said she was not sick; she 
eat hearlily; I discharged her about weeks 
ago, on account of my husband's illness; she 
has been lo rny house several limes since 
complaining of hunger, aud I gava her food. 
She lived with two Kloutchmen, nnd told me 
there was nothing in the house lo eat. 

James New, corroboraled h\% wife's testi- 
mony, but added that tho girl expectorated 
much when she onnghed 

Chas. Moore, sworn— I have seen the girl 
frequently since she left Mr. New'? hoiua. 
She cougliad much; she used to gel food at 
my house; Ihe two women with whom she 
lived turned her out 3 or ■! weeks ago, bul 1 
could not keep her and she went to an Indian 
house where ahe died. 

Tho Coroner remarked to Ihe jury that it 
did not appear from tho evidenoo that the 
girl had bean restrained of her liberty, and 
therefore no criminal charge could lie ogainsi 
any person, it would only remain for thu jury 
to return ai vatdict in acjordanoe with Dr. 
Davie's ovidenoe, that tbo girl died from in- 
sufTioioney of food. , 

The jury returned a verdict accordiDgly.

The iibovo nuniher rorlainly does not exceed 
tho Irntli, as may be saan from the official 
li~ts published by tho Russian authnrilies, 
from which it apppar^^ that IIih numbers 
transported Irom Lilhunnia within the last 
nine months are ;—l TlOOO from tho gnvern- 
menl of Wilnn. 12,000 from Kowno, 10.000 
from Uroilno. .'i.SOOftom Auguslown (recently 
annfixod lo Lithuania). 3,500 from Vitebsk, 
3.000 from .Mohil.MV— in all, 47,300. Tha 
prisons of Wilna, Uiinaburg, Kowno, Grodno. 
Mohilew, Vitebfl.". and Bialyslok were crowded 
with persons av.'uiling death or tran-porlalion 
to make room for olliei victims. It is scarcely 
necessary to mention tho bulclieries en masse. 
cominitlod on armed bands of insurgenla who 
fell into tho power of the Ilnssi. n troops. A 
system of brulalily had bean organized nnd 
continued to be carried out with inoreasir.g 
vigor against women, especially those of tha 
upper classes. Ovorwholming taxes. decreed 
by the Kinpernr Alexander's lieutenants, ns 
much from political motives aa Irom Iho 
necessity of meeting tho expense of such a 
mode of governmsnl, oppressed all owners of 
property, espeoially tho nobles, to such an 
extent that many, of them, bqing unable to 
pay. their, enormous aontrib'utions within tho

She was, in facl. taken 
in labor between St. Petersburg and Moscow, 
and had to bo carried out of iho train al the 
station near Novgorod, where sha still re- 
moins. Nayariholess. tha designer of this 
unhappy lady's gufforings is tho only really 
popular man who has appeared, in Buaaia 
sincn 1812; and Ihe only person who.in a half 
public manner, has con.ijemaed hia general 
conduct, ia made by a popular Rasaian Vfriler 
an object of ssorn. There are, a , few other 
men of distinction, however, in BusH^^^-ho 
must to some extent .Rhnre Prince Souvairoff's 
opinions as lo.the nnangelia nature of^Mdura- 
vielT. Thus, neither M. Golovnln, ,tba''Min- 
istoa of Poblio Instraelion ■; nor M. Wain- 
nielT, the Minister of the Interior ; nor M.

Owing 
lo the difficulty of making lha joinings 
properly at saa lha lopa caonst ba carriod out 
in moro than two portions, and there aro very 
few ships capable ol conveying the required 
load in the necessary manner. An electric 
cable is a diOlault thing to coil, iniloed no 
one who inspaeta it iu short lengths would 
believe it capable of being coiled al all ; the 
uablc must, theralore, bs laid in tho hold, in 
as large a circle as possible, and the spaco 
occupied must bo perfectly clear from cross 
beams, or porpendioular supports for the 
deuk. The cable must bs placed so as to 
load the vessel evenly, and must be so paid 
out lhat she skall preserve an even keel, 
otherwise water ballast must be admitted to 
keep the vessel in trim. Mi>reovrr, wilh a 
lung cable, the veasel amplojred should be a 
steamer of aaffloient dimenaiona net only to 
contain it, but Coikll .m,- well . for ^the entire 
voyage, for' if slowed in a Bailing Vcsael and 
towed t>y a stuamar, tha abip becomes in a 
heavy sea unmanageable, and in case of a 
bitch occurring, it is almost impossible lo 
check bar piograsa in tiius to prevent nooi- 
dent. A cable long enough to span the 
Atlan'ia will weigh at least 6,000 tons, and

When at full speed the coils have to be L.aro- 
fully liberated, layer by layer, Irom the lash- 
ings and packings of wood, so ns lo sot free 
only as much of tho cable as is required, so 
as to avoid the possibiliiy of its esenping 
from the guides on receiving any check. The 
break is a pari of Iho apparatus which re- 
quires tho laool delicate handling; '.bo strain 
which it puis on must bo sufTicionl to prevent 
tho cable froai runuing out with too great a 
velocity in proportion to tho speed the 
vessel, whilst it must be sensitive to every 
pilch nnd roll, in order lo prevent tho cable 
from being snapped by a sudden strain. 
.Many sslf-aeting breaks have bean proposed, 
bul in practice nolhi'ug has been found so 
efl'ectual for the reguliitien of Ihe strain as 
constant poraooal superintondonae. The 
apead at which Ibe paying-out vessel travels 
shoutJ bo aa uniform as possible throughout 
the whole voyage, and as provision must be 
made for' contrary winds aud rough weather, 
a large amount of surplus power is indispen- 
sable. In laCr neltlbor it ia not difficult to 
attend to all these precautions, .nothing but 
proper care and attoatiou being necessary ; 
but in stormy weather when Ibe vesael is 
tossing to such an exicnt that the men can 
aoarcaly stand while unlashing and freeing 
the cable, when the pitching of tho ship

During tha last few 'years tba oultivation of 
cotton has ta^D "tliA' -lend of every other. 
Barges, oanals- and donkeys ' linden with 
cotton, may be seen in all directions. The 
Arabs oonvey it to Zagarig fur sole, where 
the railway station is completely encumbered 
with il, niid that town, having bocomo the 
great cotton mart, has acquired cunsiderablo 
iuiportanco. Four years ago it only contained 
about 4,000 inhabiloiils, and the number has 
now inciouisd to 2O,00U. Almost all Ihu 
Bedouins and farmers have abandonod their 
former cultivation and devoted thenisolvci to 
that of ooUon. At Uena, another small town 
on Iho lino lo Zagarig, I saw a number of 
Arabs who bnd reluriind from Alexandria 
literally laden with hags ol uold and silver, 
which they had received fur their oollon, all 
of which they had aold to English and French 
morcluinls.
